Honor  Code's  Meaning  Stretches 

Once  again,  let's  dig  into  the  Honor  Code,  find  out  what 
makes  it  tick,  and  see  just  how  we  can  make  it  a  part  of  our 
lives.  This  time,  we'll  consider  the  deeper  meaning  of  stealing. 

Golden  Slipper  time  again;  that  means  wearing  class  colors, 
ana  that  to  most  of  us  means  borrowing  clothes,  hammers,  saws, 
and  all  sorts  of  odds  .and  ends.  Borrowing,  of  course,  brings,  a 
frenzied  week  of  returning.  But  as  much  as  we  dislike  thinking 
of  it,  there  are  some  things  lost,  forgotten,  or  returned  all  the 
worse  for  wear.  These  are  the  articles  with  which  everybody 
needs  to  concern  themselves. 

Of  course,  Golden  Slipper  is  not  tne  only  time  that  borrow¬ 
ing  occurs.  It  happens  all  the  time,  and  nothing  about  it  could 
be  considered  wrong— except  the  fact  that  sometimes  articles  are 
not  returned.  If  you  really  think  about  it,  doesn't  this  seem  to 
fall  in  the  same  category  as  stealing? 

Along  with  borrowing  from  individuals  comes  the  borrowing 
of  group  property.  The  dormitories  are  equipped  wiht  articles 
the  students  need  and  would  have  available  for  use  at  home. 
These  are  bought  for  the  students'  use  and  not  just  to  lie  around. 
But  some  people  never  get  a  chance,  to  use  them  because  some¬ 
one  else  took  them  to  her  room  and  forgot  to  return  thepi.  In 
this  respect,  group  property  must  be  thought  of  as  individual 
possessions  would.  They  are  ours  to  use  but  not  to  take. 

Stealing  is  not  confined  to  material  things;  ideas  and 
thoughts  can  also  be  stolen.  In  doing  reference  work  it's  difficult 
to  keep  from  using  another  person’s  thoughts.  But  unless  we 
give  credit  where  credit  is  due,  aren't  we  actually  stealing  the 
work  of  another's  mind?  This  sort- of  stealing  is  closely  tied  in 
with  lying,  which  we'll,  think  through  sometime  in  the  future.

Written  in  the  lower 
right  hand  corner  is  ‘58  and  the 
bolt  of  thunder  stitched  down 
the  middle  acts  as  a  dividing  line. 
Each  of  these  symbols  stands  for 
a  very  meaningful  and  significant 
trait.

strength, 'the  chain  entwined  a-  - 
round  the  feet  of  the  eagle  stands 
for  unity,  and  the  white  color  of 
the  eagle  is  smbolic  of  virtue.

.  put  in  places  designated  for 
them,  and  the  presidents  of 
the  two  classes  shall  draw 
for  the  first  choice  of  place. 

g.  Songs 

Each  class  shall  have  seven 
songs,  including  the  class 
song.  Pep  songs  may  be  sung 
in  the  auditorium  on  the 
night  of  the  contest,  but  they 
will  not  be  judged. 

h.  Entrance 

■  The  entrance  should  not  ex¬ 
ceed  fifteen  minutes.

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The  Plymouth  Cradle  of  the  Fuller  family,  which  came  to 
America  on  the  "Mayflower." 

Massachusetts  Cradle  Rocks  Heirs 
Of  Founding  Fathers  Of  Plymouth 

A  cradle  which  rocked  many  of  founding  fathers  is  again 
being  used  by  their  descendents. 


However,  a  GSCW  professor, 
Dr.  Fuller,  at  the  time  his  child¬ 
ren  were  of  adequate  size  for  cra¬ 
dle  rocking  did  not  know  that  his 
ancestry  afforded  his  children 
this  privilege. 

It  appeared  that  his  uncle  of  the 
Fuller  Brush  Company  had  the 
Fuller  line  traced  and  the  findings 
revealed  interesting  facts. 

Dr.  Samuel  Fuller  and  his  bro¬ 
ther  Edward  came  over  on  the 
Mayflower  with  their  families. 
Edward  died  during  the  first  hard 
winter  and  his  children  were  rear¬ 
ed  by  his  brother  Samuel  Fuller, 
who  was  the  physician  for  the 
colonists.  Both  brothers  signed  the 
“Mayflower  Compact.” 

The  cradle  belonged  to  Ed¬ 
ward’s  youngest  child  and  is  today 
housed  with  other  relics  of  early 
Plymouth  history  in  the  Plymouth 
Museum,  Plymouth,  Massachu¬ 
setts. 

Direct  descendants  of  the  Ful¬ 
ler  brothers  may  have  their  in- . 
fants  rocked  briefly  in  the  cradle.  I
